This communication is responsive to an Office Action having a date mailed of September 19, 
2002, and identified as Paper No. 6. The only issue raised in the Office Action is a 
restriction/election requirement in relation to multiple species identified by the Examiner with 
respect to (i) hematopoietic growth factors and (ii) second biopolymers (identified in the claims as 
the second biocompatible polymer). The Examiner has required election of a single disclosed specie 
for each of the hematopoietic growth factor and the second biocompatible polymer for prosecution 
on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. 

For the hematopoietic growth factor, the specie of G-CSF is hereby elected. For the second 
biocompatible polymer, the specie of hvdroxvpropvl methvlcellulose is hereby elected. 

Claims readable on G-CSF as the hematopoietic growth factor specie include Claims 1-34 
and 47-52. Claims readable on hydroxypropyl methylcellulose as the second biocompatible polymer 
specie include Claims 1-19, 24 and 33-52.
